Poison Gas 
Blamed for 
Five Deaths 


FORT MYERS, Fla, (AP) - 


Hydrogen sulflde, a highly le- 
thal gas that can be produced 
by decaying organic matter, has 
been Identified as the agent that 
caused five persons to topple 
over dead after they peered Into 
the hold of a fishing boat. 


Dr. Wallace M. Graves Jr., a 


Fort 
Myers pathologist, said 


Tuesday night the deaths were 
traced to hydrogen sulfide after 
autopsies and extensive testing 
of samples taken from the boat. 


The men died Sunday after 


being exposed to the gas while 
preparing to unload fish from 
their boat, the Novelty, at the 
Protein Product Co. docks at 
Charlotte Harbour. Authorities 
said the five men died within a 
two-minute period. 


A sixth man, Lawrence Fin- 


ley, was revived by mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and is re- 
ported recovering. 


Authorities said the deaths 


came within seconds after one 


I of the men, Francis D.Webb, 
23, of Peace Dale, R.I.;'turned 
on a huge hose used to wash 
down the hold of the boat. The 
hose also was used as a vacuum 
tube to remove the water and 
the ship's cargo of menhaden 
and herring. 


Graves said his studies had 


not identified the source of the 
gas, and Lee County investiga- 
tor James Loeffler said his of- 
fice was continuing its attempt 
to identify the source. 


The pathologist said the gas is 


highly lethal in concentrated 
form. He refused to speculate 
on how the gas found on the 
boat was produced, but said it 
can be generated by decomposi- 
tion of organic material. 


Graves said the gas in the 


boat, which remains tied at the 
company docks, has dissipated. 


Webb dropped after he turned 


on the hose to wash down the 
fish in the hold. Authorities said 
the other men keeled over as 
they peered Into the hold.

NEW YORK (AP) - The mul- 


ti-million-dollar structure of big 
time tournament golf trembled 
today under the Impact of a 
player revolt that left sponsors, 
television officials and the pros 
themselves in a state of chaos 
and confusion. 


"I think we had to take the 


action, but I'm a little scared," 
said Masters champion Bob 
Goalby, expressing the senti- 
ments of a large number of the 
affluent golfing gypsies. 


"I signed with the players, 


but I haven't been In on any of 
the ground work," said Arnold 
Palmer, the game's richest and 
perhaps most popular competi- 
tor. "I think this action may re- 
sult in more negotiation. It 
'would be better if the PGA and 
players could work together." 


"I've received calls from all 


over the,.country, in the past few 
weeks from sponsors who are 
fed up to here," said Angus M. 
Malrs of Minneapolis, president 
of the International Golf Spon- 
sors Association, 
representing 


33 of the 43 men who put up the 
$5.6 million to conduct the rich 
pro tour. 


Malrs and other sponsors indi- 


cated they probably would line 
up with the players In the dis- 
pute with the ruling Profession- 
al Golfers Association. A meet- 
ing of sponsors has been called 
for Houston Sept. 5 or 6. 


Bringing a 
long-simmering 


feud to a sudden and dramatic 
head, the players announced In 
New York Tuesday that they 
were breaking with the PGA 
and preparing to set up a tour of 
their own.

But if Allle Sherman has any*

from the Century Division to the 
Capitol this year under a 1966 
realignment agreement worked 
out to offer continued New York 
exposure for all the Eastern 
Conference clubs, are pegging 
their 1933 title hopes on the ma- 
turity of a young and previously 
erratic defensive unit, 


The 
Giants 
already. have 


passed one stiff test, upsetting 
Green Bay's NFL champions 
15-14 in their exhibition debut. 
But they'll probably need every 
preventive 
weapon they can 


muster 
in the Capitol race 


against the Dallas Cowboys and 
Washington 
Redskins, 
who 


didn't play in New York last 
year, and the Philadelphia Ea- 
gles, who did, 


Quarterback Fran Tarkenton 


put the Giants back together 
again last season after their 
nightmarish 1966 collapse. But 
further 
improvement, particu- 


larly on defense, is a must if 
they expect to give Dallas' divi- 
sion favorites a run for the mon- 
ey. 


"We think our offense, with 


Tarkenton, 
will be explosive 


again," says Sherman, begin- 
ning his eighth season as the 
Giants head coach. "We expect 
it to remain at the same level, 
although, of course, we hope it'll 
be even better.- 


"We're looking for an upgrade 


of about 25 per cent on de- 
fense." 


In 1967 the Giants had to score 


more touchdowns, 49, than any 
other NFL club for a 7-7 finish 
in the Century race. Tarkenton, 
sensational split end Homer 
Jones, hard-running Ernie Koy 
and their offensive cohorts put 
369 points on the board. But the 
defense yielded 379. 


Still, the defenders showed 


marked gains over the debacle 
of 1966, when they gave up an 
NFL record 501 points as the 
Giants tumbled to 1-12-1, their 
worst windup ever. 


If the front four— Bruce An- 


derson, Roger Anderson, Bob 
Lurtsema and 13-year vet Jim 
Katcavage— can get to opposing

passer better," Sherman con- 
cedes.

Nigerians 
Marching to 
Crush Biafra

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) - Two 


columns of Nigerian comman- 
dos were reported pushing north

stronghold of Aba In what could 
be the start of an all-out offen- 
sive to crush the 13-month-old 
secession of eastern Nigeria's 
Ibo tribesmen. 


Informed sources said at least 


two brigades of Nigeria's 3rd

Harcourt sector toward Aba, the 
largest of the three towns still 
under secessionist control.

tons. 


"Instead of making a daily 


trip to the supermarket, she will 
push a button and see on the 
screen a parade of products and 
their prices, including the day's 
specials. She'll push coded but- 
tons to select the items she 
wishes. The last button she 
presses will give the code key to 
her bank. 


"Her grocery order will be 


filled overnight at a central dis- 
tributing center, charged to her 
bank account, and delivered to 
her door the following morn- 
ing." 


Sound like a dream? Immer- 


man, 
who makes a business of 


turning dreams into realities at 
the drafting board, is full of vi- 
sions of what life may be like 
next. 


"As our society gets more ur- 


ban," he remarked, "The prob- 
lem will be to get people from 
one place to another. 


"It may become practical to 


join skyscrapers at their roof- 
tops with connecting struts that 
will 
both 
strengthen them 


against sway and provide run- 
ways or landing strips for peo« 
pie flying into the city.

ward of being a pioneer," he ob- 
served. "You are ahead of your 
times. You work on things that 
won't reach the public for sever- 
al years."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Bill 


Wells, 31, a state representa- 
tive from Hermitage, swamped 
Kenneth Coffelt for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor In Tuesday's primary 
election runoff. 


"We based our campaign on 


our record and ran against no 
man," Wells said, claiming vic- 
tory In a prepared statement 
Tuesday night. "We ran for the 
office." 


Wells promptly issued a chal- 


lege to Lt. Gov, Maurice "Foot- 
sie" Britt, a Republican, to de- 
bate him during the general 
election campaign. 


"If television time is.avail- 


able, I think it is appropriate 
that we debate on television so 
that as many persons as pos- 
sible can hear us discuss the is- 
sues," Wells sold. 


Wells had about 75 per cent 


of the vote. With 2,597 of 2,603 
precincts 
reported, 
his vote 


total was 250,026 to 83,669 for 
Coffelt, a Jacksonville resident 
who practices law in Little 
Rock. 


It was Coffelt's third straight 


defeat in a bid for state office. 
He ran unsuccessfully for the 
gubernatorial nomination in 1962 
and ran third in a three-man 
race for the attorney general 
nomination in 1966. 


Coffelt, 60, served two terms 


in the Arkansas House, repre- 
senting Faulkner County in 193F 
and Saline County in 1937. 


Wells is serving his fourth 


term In the House. He also has 
been mayor of Hermitage. He 
operates an independent insur- 
ance agency and helps his wife 
operate a restaurant. 


In his first bid tor statewide 


office, Wells led the ticket in the 
preferential primary July 30. He 
had 150,720 votes to 77,373 for 
Coffelt. Others in the race then 
were Julian James of Jonesboro 
with 68,741, Bill Herndon of 
North Little Rock with 49,765 
and Gilbert 
Leigh of Little 


Rock with 35,037. 


Five legislative contests and 


one race for prosecutor also
